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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant points to pages 9,10 of specification as 
providing support for the amended claim language, namely support for the step of acquiring and recording second image at LOW 
magnification (emphasis added). However, said section of specification, although addressing scanning speciment field at low 
magnification - which is another preceding method step - does not address acquiring and recording second image at low magnification as 
now claimed . Specification does not seem to be describing image acquisition at different magnifications; rather, it addresses using low 
magnification to register location of photon sources rather than for image acquisition. Further, for one skilled in the art it would seem 
counterproductive to aquire images of two fluorophores at different, low and high, modifications. . 
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
